HAT there be a College in the dog for the Education of Twenty Youths of the Greek Communion, to be brought up here for 
the ſpace of five Years, or fewer, if inlefſer time they ſhall have gone thorough the Courſe of Studies, which ſhall be thought neceſſary 
for them; and then without any pretence whatever to the contrary four of them to be yearly ſent back into their own Country ,- and 
others to be ſtill ſucceſſively brought over to ſucceed them here. 
That in the ſaid College, they be Gratis with Lodging, Meat, Drink, Cloaths, Medicines, Books, and whatever clſe ſhall be neceſſary for their 
Support or Studies. | 


That the uſual Age at which they come over be between 4 and 20; and that they be already entered in the Ancient Greek: and if there be any 

That ar their firſt arrival, either by the Right Honorable the Governor, or the Honorable the Deputy-Governor of the Turkey Company, they ſhall be 
Solemnly delivered into the care of him, who is to be their Governor, who having received them, ſhall forthwith preſent them 'to the Right Reverend the 
Lord Bike of London; and in a Day or two after conduct them to the Univerſity. | 

That the Lodgings prepared to receive them, be ſo contrived that each Claſſs, ( for they will be to be divided into two Claſſes) may have their 
Chambers and Studies within the view, or call of their reſpeCive 7utor, who ſhall be always ready, as to direct them in their Studies, fo to be the 
Guaraian of their Manners, and keep them conſtantly to the Lanewaze they are to converſe in. 

Thar the Language in which they ſhall converſe for the two firſt years be the ancient Greek, and that then, or ſooner, as their Attainments ſhall 
be, they may be entred in the Zativ, making that their conſtant Languare for one. or two other Years, and when ſufficiently advanced in theſe, they 
may be entred in the, Hebrew. |

That for their better Inſtruction in Religion, an Orthodox Catechiſm be compiled in the Ancient, and Modern Greek, both for their preſent uſe here, and 
to be carried with them .at their return, to be diſtributed amang poor Chriſtians of the Eaſtern Church. 
That for the Satisfattion of the Univerſity, ſome of them twice every Term perform publick Exerciſes in the Schools in Greek, by declaiming once, and 
diſputing once, as ſhall be dirc&ed by the Vice-chancellor. | 
That for the Satisfaction of others, who may be concerned in this Work, and may not have the Opportunity of taking Cognizance of what is 
done in the Say an Account of their Progreſs in their Studies may from Year to Year, or oftner, if thought fit, be given in in Writing to the Rizht 
Reverend the Lord Biſhop of London, and a Duplicate thereef at the ſame time ſent to the Turkey Company : And when to returninto their own Country they
